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FRENCH HURL TEUTON TROOPS
FROM LINE THREE MILES LONG;
BRITISH PUSH PAST FRICOURT

Germans Driven From Between Mereau-
court Wood and Assevillers South
of Somme—Lose Herbecourt
Village, Paris_Says
English Capture New Positions in Drive on Bapaume.
31 Teuton Battalions Crumple Beneath Blows

of Allies—Artillery Fire Increases
in Flanders

The Anglo-French armies are continuing their advance in the
great offensive begun Saturday morning from Arras south to the
Somme and the objective of which is the Peronne-Cambrai-Lille
railway. The Germans are fighting desperately to save their com-
munication lines and have succeeded in checking the British north
of the Somme,

The great drive, which began with a terrific thrust at the Ger-
man lines, has now resolved itself into a steady rolling movement
with Bapaume as the British and Peronne as the French objective,

French troops have advanced on a front 10 miles long, extending
from the outskirts of Hardecourt, north of the Somme, to a point
south of Estres village, Having smashed the first line positions of
the Germans in the sector of the Somme, the French are now pound-
ing away at the second line. The French War Office in a commu-
nique issued today announced that three miles of the German second
line between Mereaucourt wood and Assevillers, south of the Somme,
have been captured. The village of Herbecourt has been captured by
storm in spite of the furious resistance of the Germans. Between
Estres and Assevillers the German line, which was defended by 31
battalions of troops, has crumpled beneath the blows of the Allies.

Fricourt, an important town three miles east of Albert, has
fallen to the British arms, while the French have taken the village
of Curlu, which lies to the southeast, The British have extended
their lines beyond Fricourt.

The French have taken 6000 prisoners, according 'to the latest
estimates. The British, after reporting the capture of 4000, later
declared that the estimate was too low.

The capture of Friz, south of the Somme, has wiped out the Ger-
man salient which extended into the French line at that point and has
also placed the Allies in a position t6 menace important military
roads,

The French are now only five miles from Peronne.

Peronne i8 a railroad centre of vital importance to the German
lines, féeding the salient between the Aisne and the Oise, compriaing
what is known as the “Bloody Angle.”

Late dispatches from the front show that the German line has
been bent back from five to seven miles by the mighty offensive of
the British and French troops.

Military critics hail this achievement as one of remarkable
importance in view of the strength of the German positions and the
great amount of artillery and ammunition massed behind the Ger-
marn front,

The British fire in Flanders has been greatly intensified. Rot-
terdam dispatches state that the British are expected to strike a
terrific blow in the Flanders sector,

German troops captured the Damloup works, northeast of Ver-
dun, but were driven out in a counter attack,

Paris dispatches state that the German attacks at Verdun have
already been slackened, due to the Allied offensive.

NEW YORI, July 3.—Mrs. Hetty Grean,
one of the richest women in the world, died
ot her home here today. She had besn in
i1l health for rome time. Mrs, Green was
83 yoaras ald.

It was reported a weok ugo that Mra
Green had suffered & puaralytic stroke, but
this was denfed hy her son, Colonsl Edward
Green, who stated this his mother was
suffering from allments incident to old age.

Howland Robinson Gresn was a
woman with a purpose.
